essary for conduct of the government 
and upon the limited program of general 
legislation. 


ESTIMATES RUN HIGHER. 


Increase of $84,000,000 in Figures on 
Government 
Expenses, 


Washington, 
Dec. 
4.—Estimates 
of 
expense of aJl brancnes or the govern- 
ment for the fiscal year 1918, for which 
the session of congress assembling to- 
day must appropriate funds, total $1,- 
258,715,834. 


This sum is exclusive of $325,355,820 
to be appropriated for the postal serv- 
ice which is expected to iDe returned to 
the treasury by postal revenue and a 
sinking fund appropriation of $60.748,- 
000 toward the public debt. 


The total appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1917 ending next June, exclusive 
of these two Hems, were $1,184,157,517. 


The increase of some $84,000,000 rep- 
resents the general trend of the con- 
stantly increased cost of 
government 
as well as the increased cost of living. 
Increases in compensation and in num- 
bers of employes are to be found in the 
estimates of all branches of the govern- 
ment. and to meet that tendency ad- 
ministration oflicials have attempted a 
policy of paring down all proposals for 
new projects with the exceptions of 
national defense, expenditures to meet 
the growth of the 
country 
and 
the 
many burdens thrust upon the United 
States by the war.

A motion concurred in by the rail- 
roads t o set the case on for "hearing ap- 
on a day as early as may suit the con- 
venience of the court," was 
presented 
personally in open court by 
Solicitor 
General Davis, of the department of jus- 
tice, 
Such motions usually are acted 
on a week after presentation. 
The date 
)f Dec. 18 was understood to be pre- 
ferred by all 
counsel, to enable ade- 
iuate preparation for arguments and fil- 
ings of briefs. 
It was believed certain 
that the court would assign the argu- 
ments before thp holiday recess Dec. 22. 
It was regarded as possible, but very 
unlikely that a decision would be ren- 
dered before the law becomes effective 
January 1.

Wax, who asserts he was graduated 
from Columbus university in 1907, and 
is a physician, was taken into custody 
by city detectives 
and

postoffice hispectors a t bis apartment 
here yesterday. 
He is said by the po- 
lice to have been known by more than 
a dozen aliases and to have swindled, 
more than two hundred young 
women 
in various parts of the country out of 
their savings, while the postal authori- 
ties are investigating alleged fraudulent 
use of the mails. 


In his statement he denied that he 
had played anything but an 
innocent 
role in the suit-against Mr. Osborne and 
asserted that the marked likeness of hi.» 
appearance and that of the New York 
attorney was responsible for the suit. 


Told of the Flirtation. 


Wax told of his 
flirtation 
which led 
to his dealings with Miss Tanzer and 
of his attentions to her, including a trip 
to Plainfield, N. J., which is said to have 
directed the attention of federal officials 
to the case. 


He insisted that he went to IMr. Os- 
borne and told him of his acquaintance 
with the case in the hope that he might 
clear the attorney of the stigma 
at- 
tached to the case, hut because of the 
publicity given the suit decided it would 
be dangerous for him to remain in New 
York.

Paris Regards Statement of 
Bttssian Premier as 
Powerful. 


Paris, Dec. 4.—The statement of Pre- 
mier Trepolf before the duma Sunday is 
regErded here as th<, most outspoken 
and powerful utterance pronounced in 
Petrograd -since the outbreak of the 
war and a complete and crushing »n- 
ewer to German peace intrigues. 


"In his last speech," says the Matin, 
"Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg was 
careful not to 
say 
anything against 
Russia. In a semi-official statement he 
flattered her transparently and hinted 
that contrary to all appear^inces there 
might be an honorable peace in the east. 
Premier Trepoff's speech effectually dis- 
poses of the chancellor's illusions. 


The premier read a proclamation an- 
nouncing officially that agreement con- 
cluded by Russia, i'rance and Great 
Britain in 1915, and later approved by 
Italy, "establishes in definite manner 
the right of Russia to the straits and 
Constantinople." 
"" Premier Trepoff's announcement is 
quoted by the news agency as follows: 


"For more than 1,1)00 years Russia 
has been reaching southward toward .-t 
free outlet on the open sea. This age- 
long dream cherished in the hearts of 
the Russian people now is ready for 
realization. 


"From the beginning of the 
war, 
wishing to spare human lives and suf- 
fering, M'o and our allies did our ut- 
most to restrain Turkey from participa- 
tion in hostilities. Turkey received for- 
mal assurances guaranteeing her, in ex- 
change for neutrality, the integrity of 
her territory and independence and also 
conferring on her certain privileges and 
advantages. 
These efforts were vain. 
Turkey surreptitiously attacked us and 
thus sealed lier own doom. 


"We then concluded an 
agreement 
with our allies -which establishes in the 
most definite manner the right of Rus- 
sia to the straits and Constantinople. 
Russians should know for Avhat they are 
shedding blood and, in accord with our 
allies, announcement of this agreement 
is made today from this tribune." 


It has been reported several times 
that an agreement has been made con- 
ceding to Russia, in event of the victoi-y 
of the entente allies, possession of Con- 
stantinople and the straits, the acquisi- 
tion of which for generations lias been 
regarded as one of the great purposes 
animating Russia's policj'. Paul Miluk- 
off, the Russian liberal leader, was quot- 
ed last summer as having said both sides 
of the straits had been promised to Rus- 
lia.

Improved Methods Giving 
Mmth More Faithful 
Figures Now. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—-The method of 
estimating the size of the country's fafm 
crops has been so improved and sys- 
tematized that the actual production of 
important products is now made with a 
close degree of accuracy by the bureau 
of crop estimates of the United States 
department of agriculture. 
Nearly two 
million schedules are handled each year 
by that bureau in making up the gov- 
ernment crop reports. 
About one hun- 
dred and sixty thousand names are con- 
stantly making 
personal investigations, 
one agent covering a state, and 105 clerks 
are employed in Washington handling the 
large number of reports from the volun- 
tary 'crop reporters and to keep records 
of crop information of this and foreign 
countries. 


So carefully and systematically has the 
work been organized that the 1915 cotton 
crop estimate was only three-tenths of 
1 per cent less than the amount actually 
ginned as reported by the census bureau 
after the close of the season. 


The most complete record in existence 
is kept in the bureau of estimates and 
statistics relating to the world's crops 
and live stock. -

American Uniform Boiler L a w society 
will begin

here Wednesday, ecember 6, to draft 
legislation 
for 
uniform 
construction 
and regulation of steam boilers. 
Pres- 
ident Wilson, delegates from 
thirty- 
four states, and expert mechanical en- 
gineers will deliver addresses. 


The convention has been called by 
the industrial commission of Ohio with 
a view to drafting a boiler code for 
nation-wide use, so that a free inter- 


changeability of boilers can be estab- 
lished. 


There Is very 
little legislation 
to 
govern the construction of boilers in 
this country. 
Massachusetts, Califor- 
nia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Minnesota, and Montana are de- 
clared to be the only states which have 
adequate laws on the subject. 


J. C. Gallery, chief deputy of the di- 
vision of boiler inspection of the indus- 
trial commission, will preside, and the 
opening address will be by T. J. Duffy, 
of the industrial commission of Ohio.

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The Ban on Petty Gambling 


Police Chief Lenz is distinctly entitled to unqualified commenda- 
tion for his order on Saturday under which slot machines, dice, card 
games and other forms of petty gambling were routed from saloons, 
cigar stands and other places in Fort Wayne. 
The police head says 
he was moved to act by complaints of mothers that boys of tender 
years were permitted to squander their money in these devices and 
develop the taste for gaming in years which in a vast majority of 
eases fasten the inclination to gamble on the lad for life. 
Whether 
issued for this reason or on account of specific instances which have 
recently come to light in the city court concerning the gaming meth- 
ods that obtained in some of the lower grade of saloons here, the 
order of the chief is an admirable one. The Sentinel trusts the people 
of Fort Wayne will give him assurance of their moral support in his 
course in wiping out this iniquity. 


There has been previous interdiction against certain forms of the 
games of chance, including the punch boards and similar devices, 1 
none so drastic as the present order. The penny-in-the-slot machines 
and the dice games have been unmolested, and the result has been 
in many cases a development of the business to an immense magni- 
tude. 
Many places installed perfect batteries of the slot machines 
in order to cater to the crowd which insisted on losing its money 
rather more slowly but just as surely as is possible in some of the 
larger games. 
More boys were often permitted to play. 
Numerous 
cigar stands found it exceedingly profitable to maintain card games 
or to utilize the services of young women in dice play with patrons 
who sought but never found fortune in the roll of the "bones" in 
some of the large variety of dice games devised to separate the pa- 
tron from his money, or to load him up with merchandise for which 
he had no use and which he would never think of purchasing. 


Far from mere innocent amusement for the moment for passing 
patrons, the petty gambling had developed from a side issue to a 
large and very profitable element of the business at many places. 
Indeed, it is alleged that there are cigar stands which will be unable 
to show a profit without the favor of unlawful privileges of this char- 
acter, and if that be true, the sooner they are out of business the bet- 
ter for the general community. There has never been a question as to 
the illegality of the whole business in which the element of chance 
enters, whether the stake be large or small. It is morally indefensible 
Sh any pretext whatever, and it becomes an absolute outrage when 
carried to the lengths in which conscienceless greed caters to the cor- 
ruption of the young. The Sentinel believes Chief Lenz is absolutely 
fight in his action, and it trusts his sweeping order will be rigidly en- 
forced.

: : Food Embargo is a 
Double-Edged Sword 


The federal trade commission in an exhaustive review of the situ- 
iation just issued expresses the belief that extensive competition from 
Europe will not develop commercially for some time after the con- 
clusion of peace. Years will be required for repair of shattered in- 
dustry before Europe will be able to reach out after foreign trade on 
anything like a large scale. It is both interesting and reassuring to 
have this view of experts in the matter, though it will have been noted 
that the bogey of European trade competition has not been generally 
yisible in this country since Tuesday, November 7.1916. 


It now appears that the allies more than a year ago entered into 
an agreement to give Russia unchallenged rights to Constantinoble 
and the Dardanelles in dividmg up 'the spoils of the European war. 
It is to be hoped that Russia was canny enough to insist on a specifi- 
cation that they be taken before they are handed over to her, which 
hasn't happened as yet, and doesn't seem as imminent as was the case 
B year ago.

country by agitating for an embargo in 
food stuffs, sounds like a very simple 
solution 
of

The trouble about it is that an embar- 
go would be a two-edged sword and 
playing with two-edged swords is a haz- 
ardous business. 


If there were an actual food .short- 
age in this country - j u s t barely enough 
food or less than enough for the popu- 
lation—solf-jtfeservation, the 
first 
law 
of nations as well as individuals, would 
justify an embargo. 


But that 
ia 
not the situation. 
We 
produce more food than 
we consume. 
The nations at war and some of 
tlie 
neutrals produce 
less than they 
con- 
sume. 


They come to this country with their 
money to purchase what they need. 


Their needs, because ot" the war, are 
much ^ c a t e r than in normal times and 
the price they are willing to pay goes a 
long way toward establiriliing the prii;e 
that the domestic consumer must pay. 


It is annoying, but to the extent tliat 
the foreign demand affects the price wo 
must accept 
tlie annoyance with 
the 
best grace we can. 


The altiuantive w.Tili be .th r.nn«'u- 
tral act against the nations which are 
able and willing to buy food stulTs here. 


Two years ago we told 
the 
world 
that it was not only our right but our 
duty to sell munitions of war to any 
nation that could buy them. 


It is equally our right and our duty 
to sell food stuffs and to refuse to do Jt 
simply because it increases the cost to 
our OAvn people would not only be un- 
neutral, 
but 
.mspaak-i'jiy 
groedy 
and 
immoral. 


Certainly if we expect to buy and sell 
with the other nations after the war wc 
must buy and sell with them now. 


But there is also another side to it— 
the effect of an embargo on our own 
prosperity. 
We have 
trieil this

bargo business once before in our his- 
tory. 
In December, 1807, congress for- 
bade exports nntil 
France and Great 
Britain 
settled their 
war.

embargo.

D. C., Dec. 4.—The re- 
port of the commissioner of Internal 
revenue, just made public, shows that 
although 
the 
revenue 
agents 
have 
"smoked out" a large number of mil- 
lionaire tax dodgers, and thus greatly 
increased 
the 
collections, 
INCOME 
TAX DODGING IS ACTUAULY 
ON 
T H E 
INCREASE! 


For the year 1915 covered by th© re- 
port income tax returns were mad^ by 
374,652 persons, compared with 357,515 
for 1914, an increase of only 4.8 per 
cent. 


Analysis of the detailed ñgnres shows 
that this small increase came almost 
entirely through the "rounding up" of 
large numbers of conspicuously wealthy 
persons, and that the number of re- 
turns from people with smaller 
In- 
comes either remained practically sta- 
tionary or actually decreased. 


In the class paying tax on incomes 
of $1,000,000 and over, there were 120 
returns as compared with 60 In 1914, 
and increase of 100 per cent. 
For the 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 class the Increase 
was 83 per cent, for the $250,000 
to 
$500.000 class 71 per cent, and for^Phe 
$100,000 to $250,000 class 59 per cent. 


This showing indicates laudable ac- 
tivity on the part of the internal rev- 
enue bureau in restraining tax-dodging 
among the very rich, but it also shows 
clearly the absolute impotence of the 
present system of collecting the in- 
come tax, with its undemocratic, un- 
American basis of secrecy of returns. 


Bpeciftc 
evidence 
supporting 
this 
conclusion appears In the body of the 
report, detailing the results of a "drag- 
net" investigation conducted In selected 
districts to determine the extent 
of 
evasion of the income tax. 


An experiment of this nature," says 
the report, "is being conducted in one 
Internal revenue district with the ob- 
ject of securing delinquent returns, and 
at the present time about 75 per cent 
of the work is completed. 
Tho record 
at this point shows tha* 601 delinquent 
returns have been secured, upon which 
taxes 
amounting

been assessed. 
In the state in which 
this' district is located there a r e two 
other revenue districts which show a

$16,000 in round numbers; but In the 
district where the special information 
came into the hands of the government 
and a thorough can*< ass for delinquents ' 
was made on the facts disclosed, there I 
was an INCREASE, a s between 
the 
years 1915 and 1914 of over $40,000," 


"The conclusion is Inevitable," con- 
tinues the report, "thct this increase 
was due to the knowledge 
that 
the 
government officers were in possession 
of Information that made evasion 
a 
dangerous risk." 


It is equally true that the only way 
in which the revenue officers can se- 
cure this Information on a nation-wide 
scale is by making the Income tax re- 
turns public, so that the entire com- 
munity can know who the tax-dodgers 
are.

An- 
nouncement ¡has been made that their 
most prominent women will be on hand 
all winter; among them Mrs. Winston 
Churchill, of New Hampshire, wife of 
the novelist; Mrs. J. Borden Harrlman, 
former member of the Industrial rela- 
tions commission; Mrs. Ernest Thomp- 
son Seaton, wife of the naturalist, and 
a dozen other equally noted. 


The congressional union will have Its 
usual machinery a t 
work. 
The 
big 
corps of organizers and speakers which 
worked In the western states against 
the democratic party. Is mobilizing in 
the national capital. 
Among them will 
be found Miss Anne Martin, chairman 
of 
the 
woman's 
party, 
Miss 
Maud 
Younger, of California; Mrs. William 
Kent, wife of Representative Kent, of 
California; Mrs. George Odell, 
Mrs. 
Abby Scott Baker, and others, who will 
work under the general 
direction 
of 
Miss Alice Paul, chairman, and Miss 
Lucy Burns, vice-chairman of the Con- 
gressional Union. 


The women expect to find congress- 
men more amenable to their 
desires 
than before the election. It is true they 
campaigned for the defeat of President 
Wilson and 
democratic 
congressmen, 
and It is true that their campaign very 
nearly caused the defeat of the party, 
the result hanging for days on the Cal- 
ifornia count, where the turn of less 
than 2,000 additional votes would have 
changed the outcome. It was the wom- 
en's vote which defeated Congressman 
T a g g a r t , democrat, 
in Kansas, 
their 
principal opponent on the house Judi- 
ciary committee last session, and 
In 
every one of the suffrage states the ef- 
fect of their work is found. 


With democratic congressmen, these 
activities have not, to be sure, made the 
women of the women's party and Con- 
gressional Union popular, but what is 
more important is the fact that it has 
made them both respected and feared. 
The women have not courted popular- 
ity. 
They know that politics and poli- 
ticians move along lines of least resist- 
ance, yielding to the greatest pressure. 
Big business may not be popular, but if 
it is strong it gets obedience from pub- 
lic men and offlcials. 
So, in practical 
politics, and In legislatures, politicians 
respect power and in this case they 
have learned to respect the owner of 
women's votes. 
It will be a reckless 
congressman who this winter will treat 
the women's lobby as It has been treat- 
ed by some congressmen in the past— 
with indifference or contempt. 


The west has shown how important 
that section of the m a p has become in 
the game of national politics and to a 
proportionate extent the women 
have 
Increased in importance because it is in 
the west that they have their twelve 
enfranchised states. 


Public men will have little chance to 
forget the returns from Illinois. 
This 
is the one state where the women's vote 
is counted separately from the men's 
vote. 
According to the latest returns 
from that state 70,000 
more 
women 
voted against Wilson than men. 
Mr. 
Wilson received 58,578 less women votes 
than did Mr, Hughes, while the com- 
bined socialist and prohibition x'ote cast 
by women in Chicago and Cook county 
alone was 10,783, 
making 
the 
total 
woman's 
vote 
against 
Mr. 
Wilson 
through the state considerably over 70,- 
000. The only way to account for this 
predominance of the 
women 
against 
Wilson 
Is 
by 
the 
campaign 
waged 
on 
the 
suffrage 
issue. 
Normally 
it 
was 
admitted 
by 
all 
political managers, the women were for 
Wilson because he had kept the coun- 
try out of war. It was the women's sJo- 
gan of "He kept us out ot 
suffrage" 
that turned the state to Hughes. 


Efforts will be made a t once to secure 
from President Wdlson co-operation for 
the passage of the suffrage amendment. 
It is believed the president now will see 
the 
political 
wisdom 
of eliminating 
this subject of 
controversy 
f r o m the 
field of national politics by turning It 
over to the ctates through a constitu- 
tional amendment.

Mr. Cline will introduce the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill and ask favorable action 
on it at the coming session.

607,000,000 bushels gives ub over 100,- 
000,000 bushels above domestic consump- 
tion this year.

000 less than the 1915 crop and .$100,- 
000,000 less than the 1914 crop. In 191.3 
we harvested 69,989,000 acres of wheat 
yielding 1.011,.50.'),000 bushels for which 
the farmer 
received 
$930,.302,000. In 
1916 our acreage was reduced to .'jO,- 
S71,n00 yielding 607,000,000 bushels and 
to date 75 per cent of the crop has been 
sold oflf the farms at an average price 
of .$1.18 per bushel. 


The speculators may have made fab- 
ulous sums out of wheat this year, but 
not the farmer. The cotton farmer has 
fared better this year than ordinarily. 
^yo have had an unprecedented condi- 
tion of two short crops coming together. 
Both this year and last 
year 
were 
elevpn-million bale crops while the aver- 
age crop yield for the past five years is 
14,000,000 bales and in 1914 we pro- 
duced more than 16.000,000 bales. The 
world war has caused no noticeable de- 
crease 
in 
cotton 
acreage in foreign 
lands. The yield of foreign cotton has 
for the past five years been running 
around 8,000,000 bales per annum. 


"While it is the duty of the farmers 
to adequately supply the nation's larder, 
over-production would visit upon the na- 
tion an unwarranted calamity and the 
farmers should save the country from 
sunh a predicament.

Moved by Belief of Cure to 
Eating of Human 
Flesh. 


Seoul, Korea, Nov. 5.— (Correspondèncè 
of The Associated Press)—Justifying Iiis 
act by the Korean superstition that thé 
eating of human flesh is a euro for lep- 
rosy, a Koréan leper named Sin Yungs- 
yun has confessed to the murder of a 
five-year-old 
boy whose mutilated body 
was discovered in a field in South ChnHa 
province. According to the poUee thi^*- 
cused also admitted tl>at with ànotljer 
leper he killéd a girl in the mountains 
on September 15, and that both had eaten 
of her flesh. 


Lepers in Korea hitherto led a iiiiser- 
ible life. 
With the exception of those 
caréd for by missionaries in a small hos- 
pital near Fusân, they have been léft to 
roam at will and eke out their own liv- 
ing. The sujpérstitiòn as to cahnibal cure 
is very general. 
Not infreqxiently can- 
nibalism has been reported from the re- 
mote districts.

Bussian Premier as 


Powerful. 


Paris, Dec. 4.—The statement of Pre 


jni«r Trepoff before the duuia Sunday is 
regarded here as Uit, most outspoken 
an<i powerful utterance pronounced in 
Petrograd since the outbreak of the 
war and a complete and crushing an- 
swer to German peace intrigues. 


"In his hut speech," says the Matin, 


"Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg was 
careful not to 
say 
anything against 


Russia. In a semi-official statement fce 
flattered her transparently and hinted 
that contrary to all appearances there 
might be an honorable peace in the east. 
Premier Trepoff's speech effectually dis- 
poses of the chancellor's illusions. 


The premier read u proclamation an- 


nouncing officially thut agreement con- 
cluded by .Russia, France and Grout 
Britain in 1915, and later approved by 
Italy, "establishes in delinite manner 
the right of Kussia. to the straits and 
Constantinople." 


Premier Tvcpoff's announcement is 


quoted by the news agency as follows: 


"For more than 1,UOO years Russia 


has been reaching southward toward a 
free outlet on the open sea. This age- 
long dream cherished in the hearts of 
tho Russian people now is ready for 
realization. 


"From the beginning of tho war, 


wishing to spare human lives and suf- 
fering, we and our allies did our ut- 
most to restrain Turkey from participa- 
tion in hostilities. Turkey received for- 
mal assuranc.es guaranteeing her, in ex- 
change for neutrality, the integrity of 
her territory and .independence and also 
conferring on her certain privileges and 
advantages. These efforts 
were vain. 


Turkey surreptitiously attacked us and 
thus sealed her own doom. 


"Wo then concluded an agreement 


with our allies which establishes in ihe 
moat definite manner the right of Rus- 
sia to the straits and Constantinople. 
Russians should know for what they lire 
ehcdding blood and, in accord with our 
allies, announcement of this agreement 
is made today from this tribune." 


It has ,becn reported several times 


that an agreement has been made con- 
ceding to Russia, in event of the victory 
of the entente allies, possession of Con- 
stantinople and the straits, the acquisi- 
tion of which for generations has been 
regarded as one of the great purposes 
animating Russia's policy. Paul Miluk- 
off, the Russian liberal loader, was quot- 
ed last summer as having said both sidss 
of the straits had been promised to Rus- 
lia.

of crop estimates of the United States 
department of agriculture. Nearly two j 
million schedules are handled each year 
by that bureau in making up the gov- 
ernment crop reports. 
About on« hun- 


dred and sixty thousand name* are con- 
stantly making 
personal investigations, 


one agent covering a state, and 105 clerks 
are employed in Washington handling the 
large number of reports from the volun- 
tary crop reporters and to keep records 
of crop information of this and foreign 
countries. 


So carefully and systematically has the 


work been organised thut the 1515 cotton 
crop estimate was only three-tenths of 
1 per cent less than the amount actually 
ginned as reported by tho census bureau 
after the close of the season. 


The most complete record In existence 


is kept In the bureau of estimates and 
statistics relating to the world's crops 
and live stock.

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The Ban on Petty Gambling 


Police Chief Lenz is distinctly entitled to unqualified commenda- 


tion for his order on Saturday under which slot machines, dice, card 
games and other forms of petty gambling were routed from saloons, 
cigar stands and other places in Fort Wayne. The police head says 
he was moved to act by complaints of mothers that boys of tender 
years were permitted to squander their money in these devices anc 
develop the taste for gaming in years which in a vast majority of 
cases fasten the inclination to gamble on the lad for life. Whether 
issued for this reason or on account of specific instances which have 
recently come to light in the city court concerning the gaming meth 
ods that obtained in some of the lower grade of saloons here, thi 
order of the chief is an admirable one. The Sentinel trusts the peopl 
of Fort Wayne will give him assurance of their moral support in hi 
course in wiping out this iniquity. 


There has been previous interdiction against certain forms of the 


games of chance, including the punch boards and similar devices, 1 
none so drastic as the present order. The penny-in-the-slot machines 
and the dice games have been unmolested, and the result has been 
in many cases a development of the business to an immense magni- 
tude. Many places installed perfect batteries of the slot machines 
in order to cater to the crowd which insisted on losing its money 
rather more slowly but just as surely as is possible in some of the 
larger games. More boys were often permitted to play. Numerous 
cigar stands found it exceedingly profitable to maintain card games 
or to utilize the services of young women in dice play with patrons 
•who-sought but never found fortune in the roll of the "bones" in 
some of the large variety of dice games devised to separate the pa- 
tron from his money, or to load him up with merchandise for which 
he had no use and which he would never think of purchasing. 


Far from mere innocent amusement for the moment for passing 


patrons, the petty gambling had developed from a side issue to a 
large and very profitable clement of the business at many places. 
Indeed, it is alleged that there are cigar stands which will be unable 
to show a profit without the favor of unlawful privileges of this char- 
acter, and if that be true, the sooner they are out of business the bet- 
ter for the general community. There has never been a question as to 
the illegality of the wliole business in which the element of chance 
enters, whether the stake be large or small. It is morally indefensible 
on any pretext Avhatever, and it becomes an absolute outrage when 
carried to the lengths in which conscienceless greed caters to the cor- 
ruption of the young. The Sentinel believes Chief Lenz is absolutely 
right in his action, and it trusts his sweeping order will be rigidly en- 
forced.

Double-Edged Sword ;; 


The federal trade commission in an exhaustive review of the situ- 


ation just issued expresses the belief that extensive competition from 
Europe will not develop commercially for some time after the con- 
clusion of peace. Tears will be required for repair of shattered in- 
dustry before Europe will be able to reach out after foreign trade on 
anything like a large scale. It is both interesting and reassuring to 
have this view of experts in the matter, though it will have been notec 
that the bogey of European trade competition has not been generallj 
visible in this country since Tuesday, November 7.1916. 


The attempt to reduce or at least 


stop tlio increase in food prices in this 
country by agitating for an embargo in 
food stuffs, sounds like a very simple 
solution of the tremendous problem. 
The trouble about it is that an embar- 
go would be a two-edged s\vonl and 
playing with two-edged swords is a haz- 
ardous business.

the collections, INCOME 


TAX DODGING IS ACTUAl^ ON 
THE INCREASE! 


For the year 1915 covered by the re- 


port income tax returns were made by 
874,652 persons, compared with 357,515 
for 1914, an increase of only 4.8 per 
cent. 


Analysis of the detailed figures shows 


that this small increase came almost 
entirely through the "rounding up" of 
large numbers of conspicuously wealthy 
persons, and that the number of re- 
turns from people with smaller in- 
comes either remained practically sta- 
tionary or actually decreased. 


In the class paying tax on incomes 


of $1,000,000 and over, there were 120 
returns as compared with 60 in 1914, j 
and increase of 100 per cent. For the 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 class the increase 
•was 83 per cent, for the $250,000 
to 


$500,000 class 71 per cent, and for the 
$100,000 to $250,000 class 59 per cent. 


This showing indicates laudable ac- 


tivity on the part of the internal rev- 
enue bureau in restraining tax-dodging 
among the very rich, but it also shows 
clearly the absolute impotence of the 
present system of collecting the in- 
come tax, with its undemocratic, un- 
American basis of secrecy of returns. 


Specific 
evidence supporting this 


conclusion appears in the body of the 
report, detailing the results of a "drag- 
net" investigation conducted in selected 
districts to determine the extent of 
evasion of the income t%x.

Elmira Hart, who was found dead in bed 
yesterday, recalls^ one of the greatest 
tragedies in the history of Tippecanoe 
county. On May -6. J!>00, If.Iins Ray, the 
wealthiest land nwnar in this section of 
the state, is alleged to have struck Om- 
rad Ortman. a farm hand, with a club 
and killed him. 
Ray was arrested and 


charged with the crime. 
His trial was 


set for November 19, WOO. and the judge 
and attorneys were in the court room 
ready to begin the trial of the case when 
a telephone call from Mrs. Hart, who was 
Ray's housekeeper, told of his death. He 
had shot himself in the breast with a 
shotgun. The alleged murder and suicide 
attracted 
nation-wide attention. 
Mrs. 


Hart was said to have been a witness to 
the assault, on Ortmnn.
